Independent claims 1 , 4, 7 and 9, more particularly define the structure of an 
optical recording medium which consists of a separating layer, a phase-change 
reproducing layer formed on reproducing light incident side of the separating layer, 
absorbance of which phase-change reproducing layer is changed depending on 
whether a state of the optical recording layer is a recording mark or a space. A transfer 
portion is formed in a portion having high absorbance of the phase-change reproducing 
layer by irradiation with reproducing light, while a portion of the phase-change 
reproducing layer other than the transfer portion is kept in a state optically differing from 
the transfer portion. These particulars, combined with remaining claimed elements are 
not suggested in the prior art.
